Pend cic ..’2 Civil Service Resolutions Called For By 
the Republicans, and Aniagonigzed By the D. m- 
octats—Tte Late River and Harbor Bill 
in Both Houses— B-ck’s Rssolutions. 


W asHinGTron, December ?.—In the senate 
resolutions of tobacco dealers and manufac- 
turers for a rebate equal to any reduction 
that may be made in the tax on tobacco, were 
presented by Messrs Hale, Miller, of New 
York, and Edmunds. Mr, Hoar asked Mr. 
Pendleton when he intended to call up his 
civil service bill. Mr. Penldeton, in reply, 
asked unanimous consent to take up the bill 
for the purpose of making it the special order 
for Monday next. Mr. Voorhees said there 
were somany more important measures await- 
ing the action of the senate that he was com- 
pelled to object. Mr. Pendleton said as soon as 
the bankruptcy bill was disposed of he would 
move to take up the civil service bill. Mr. 
Vance offered a resolution, which was agreed 
to, directing the secretary of the treasury to 
furnish as soun as possible, a detailed  state- 
ment showing the cost of collecting internal 
revenue in each collection district, the num- 
ber of employes in each district, and the per- 
centage oi cost upon the sums collected in 
each district. The president submitted a 
coinmunnication from the secretary of war, 
transmitting in compliance with a resolution 
adopted on motion of Mr. Jones, the estimate 
of the Mississippi river commission for the 
fiscal year endipg June 30th, 1884. The dis- 
cussion of the question of reference 
of this communication to the 
commerce committee orj the Mississippi 
river committee, brouvht on a renewal of the 
debate on the river and harbor bill of the last 
session, the point of attack being the use of 
public money to coostruct and repair the 
Mississippi levees. Pending the discussion, 
at the ciose of the morning hour Mr. Beck 
called up his resolution ler an investigation 
of political assessments. Mr. Voorhees ad- 
dressed the senate conzratulating the country 
on the wonderful change of heart on the sub- 
ject among the republiean senators since 
the discussion last summer. In_ the 
course of the discussion My. Hale 
read a circular calling a meeting of The liquor 
dealers of Dayton, Ohio, to aid in defeating 
“the fanatics and prohibitionists,’’ and said 
he wished the investigating committee to 
summon Edward Cooper, and ask him how 
much money the democratic committee in 
New York collected from the liquor dealers 
there. At2oclock, without acting on Mr. 
Beck’s resolution, the senate resumed consid- 
eration of the untinished business, the bank- 
ruptcy bill. 

Mr. Hoar continued his speech in advocacy 
of the Lowell bill, and when he concluded 
Mr. brown said he had Listened to the speeches 
of Messrs. Ingal!s and Hoar, and eaeh had 
succeeded in convineing him that the bill of 
the other was wrong. He thought betore de 
voting more time to the discussion of details, 
it would be well to ascertain whether the 
senate Was of opinion that any bankruptcy 
law was required.

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AT THE CAPITAL. 


The Works and Ways of Washington Life—The 
Nicearauga Canal, Ete 

Wasuincton, December 9.—Congressman 
Blount, of Georgia. who was granted sixty 
days at the close of last session by the house 
in which to makea minority réport upon the 
bill to incorporate the Nicaragua canal, says 
there are many reasons why congress should 
not guarantee the interest on the lmmense 
amount of bonds which the company asks as 
the basis for beginning operations. He meets 
the argument urged by the projectors of the 
canal that we needa shorter route by water 
from New York to San Francisco with the 
counter-argument that the Panama canal is 
already being built, and the beginning of 
another at Nicaragua would not stop the op- 
erations of Le Lesseps, andthat one canal is 
enough. The strong point made in the ma- 
jority report, that for political reasons and 
the protection of American supremacy the 
United States should appear as the sponsor 
and protecter of the Interoceanic Canal com 
pany. is answered by Mr. Blount by the 
statement that the canal wouid be controlled 
eventually by its stockholders. There 1s 
nothing to hinder the citizens of any coun- 
try from buying a majority of all stock when 
placed upon the market, and investors then 
would look to their own governments for the 
protection of their interests, as capitalists, 
and such guardianship would naturally be 
granted. It then would make no difference 
as to What government would guarantee in 
the beginning the interest of the bonds, that 
vovernment would control the canal whose 
citizens had the largest amount of capitel in- 
vested in its stock. Mr. Biount also finds 
some technical obje clions to the construction 
and provisions of the bill. 

THE ILLINOIS SENATORSHIP, 

WasHinactox, December 9,—t'ommissioner 
Raum will start for lilinois’ Saturday night, 
and may not return until after the legislature 
shall have decided upon the successor to Da- 
vid Davis. It is believed in Washington that 
General Raum’s chances for suc- 
Cess are very flattering, although 
his personal popularity here, where 
he is one of the most efticient as well as valu- 
able officers of the goverament, may have 
more to do with creating the impression than 
any positive information upon ‘the subject, 
Leading citizens of the state of Illinois, who 
from me to time appear at the capital, have 
uniformly said, when asked, that nothing 
was known about the matter yet, 
and that it was impossible to tell what would 
be the outcome of the contest. It bas gen- 
erally been considered, however, that. Gover- 
nor Cullom wouid have more votes than any 
other candidate at the start." General Ham- 
iiton, who is lieutenant sovernor of the state, 
is reported now to bea bona fide candidate, 
although at first it was generally understood 
that his strength would be for Cullom, and 
that he was nor actually in the field in his 
own behalf. Ex-Senator Oglesby’s strength 
isan unknown quantity, but there are many 
who believe that in the end he will be chosen.

The Enquirer-Sun a few dayg ago took oc 
casion to speak of wool manufacture in the 
south, and urged the importance of raising 
sheep. The Wesson Mississippi mills were 
spoken of to demonstrate the success to which 
woolen manufactories may attain, but it is 
useless to go so far from home when we have 
a wool manufactory in such successful opera- 
tion at home. All the machinery for -the 
manufacture of wool in this city is at the 
Eagle and Phenix mills, and there they have 
acapacity for, manufacturing 800 yards per 
day. Yesterday a representative of this pa- 
per had a long chat with Mr. E. N. Clemence, 
who has thé charge of the entire wool de- 
partment of the mills, upon the subject of 
wool manufacturing generally, and about our 
own mills in particular. The mills have the 
most modern andimproved machinery—and 
have seven sets, three cards to the set, 2.500 
spindles and 132 looms fur the purpuse of 
making woolen goods. It takes about 125 op- 
eratives to run this department, and they 
make about 20,000 yards per week. The do- 
me Sic Supply of wool, DY proper attention to 
sheep raising, could be made to furnish the 
mils with a sufficient supply for consump- 
tion, but it has not yet reached that point. 
Mr. Clemence says that all the wool 
that is brought to the mills find a ready 
sule and tbat the mills tind that in

The wools of Nortia Ca: colina and 
Tennessee are generally of a finer grade and 
bring better prices, everything being equal, 
than the Colorado and ‘Texas wools. The 
wools grown in a hilly and broken coun- 
try are better than those pro- 
duced in a low. or. prairie country, 
being of closer growth and finer quality. A 
miilion sheep of good varieties would yield 
seven million pounds of woola year; a mil- 
lion sheep would be only one sheep per head 
forevery man, woman and child in the state; 
amillion sheep would add at least $1. 700,000 
to the taxable property of the state.

The forty-seventh annual report of the 

president and directors of the Central railroad 

and banking company is signed by General 

E. P. Alexander. Considering the fact that it

onel William M. Wadley, the late president, 
and after the close of the year the operations 
of which form the basis of the report, the 
document is one of the best and clearest that 
has ever placed before the 
stockholders. new president 
evidently has an eye for the 
smallest details connected with the great 
property which has been placed in bis charge, 
and the embediment of these in his report 
gives it special interest.

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WITH HIS BOOTS OFF. 
A Murdered Man Oe Se Se wears Die With 


LittLe Rock, December 9 —A frightful af- 
fray occurred a few days simce on the farm of 
Dempsey Taylor, three miles from the quiet 
Jittle town of Osceola, Mississippi county. 
The participants were all colored men, appa- 
rently with no more conception of the value 
of human life than the most benighted heath- 
en. On Taylor's farm there is a rough board 
shanty, where the hard characters of the 
neighborhood congregate to indulge in games 
of chance 
the half-civilized ruffians who frequented the 
place. The little building was known far 
and wide as the Dice house, probably because 


many of the rural gang first made the ace | 


quaintance of the seductive cubes therein. 


There bave been innumerable fracases at this : 


place, but nothing to compare wi'h the crime 
enacted there night before last. At the time 
mentioned John Hickman, Edward Delph 
and several others were seated around a table 
playing ecards and drinking whisky. The 
more the players drank the more quarrelsome 
they became, until at last Hickman 
jumped upon the table, kicking 
oft the glasses, and denouncing 
every one in the room. He was ordered by 
Delph to get down and behave himself, but 
refused to do so, stating again and again that 
hehad been cheated. De pi then knocked 
him off the table, whereupon Hickman call- 
ed him vile names. The result was that 
Delph, unsheathing a knife, plunged the 
glittering blade into Hickman’s nck. A 
stream of blood spurted out as the knife was 
withdrawn, and Hickman, making his way 
for the door, reeled out and sat upon a iog, 
his life-blood burs'ing out with every breath, 
Delph followes d and said: “Oi! d—n you [’ve 
got you! Hickman, with one hand over 
his wound, jumped up and said: ‘You have 
killed me, but I will kill you,’ and started 
for Delph, whoe luded him until he had got 
away from the house, when he allowed him 
tocome near. Just as Hickman came up, 
Delph wheeled suddenly and plunged his 
knifteinto the abdomen of the dying man, 
who fell to the ground. Several inmates of 
the Dice house, who feared further trouble 
and who had gone in search of Hickman and 
Delph, found the former lying in the road, 
endeavoring to remove his boots, the ground 
around him soaked with blood. As they 
came up. be said: “The people always 
said I would die With my boots 
on, but I won't,” attempting to 
p all one of them off. H¢é found himself too 
weak from the loss of Llood to succeed, and 
deliberately took bis knife and cut both 
boots dewn the front, and kicked them off, 
saying, as he did so: “There, | will not die 
in my boots.”’ Then he made another effort 
to gain his feet, but be was too far gone, and 
fell over on his face and expired. Delph 
was captured by the officers, and is now in 
jail awaitingtrial. Dempsy Taylor bas also 
been locked up on the charge of being ac- 
ecssary. The deceased was one of the worst 
men inthe country, a mulato, and unedu- 
cated. He feared nothing, and laughed at 
he idea of dying.

JEFF DAV!S’'S SADDLE. 


A Hilseteric Belic tathe Fert Valley Library Rooms 
From the Perry, Ga., Home Journal, 

As is generally known, President Davie, 
after his capture in Irwin county, was carried 
a prisoner under escort of federal cavalry 
along the river road in the eastern portion of 
this county. Naight overtaking the party, 
they camped at ney Run church, near the 
residence of Mr. M. Feagin. During the 
night, a negro, Br was taken into the con- 
fidence of the yankees and given free access 
to the camp, purloined a fine saddle. Next 
morning, Mr. George Geagin, who went to 
the camp to bid adieu to the captive ex-pres- 
ident was Charged by the oflicerin comm nd 
with having stolen the saidlef he having 
been in the camp the evening befort convers- 
ing With President Davis. This he indig- 
nantly denied, and by his bold demeanor 
disarmed suspicion and avoided arrest. Sey- 
eral weeks aiter the negro, who had the sad- 
dle in his possession, no longer fearing detec- 
tion, openly rode the saddle about the neigh- 
borhood. tt attracted the attention of Mr. 
O’Pry, who purchased it from the negroata 
numinal figure. Mr. Feagan, hearing that 
the saddle belonged to Colonel Johnston, of 
President Davis's statt, wrote to him in refer- 
ence to the matter. Colonel Johnston wrote 
in reply, telling him that he remembered all 
the circumstances, but that the saddle was 
the property of President Davis, and not bis. 
Whereupon Mr. Feagin wrote to President 
Davis, who anawered his communication im- 
mediately, informing him of all the facts in 
the case, und described the saddle so accu- 
rately asto leave no doubtof ite identity. 
[In the meantime Rey. W. L. Jones, of Fort 
Valley, hearing of the historical imterest at- 
tached to the saddle, purchased it from his 
brother-in-law, Mr. O'Pry, and presented it 
to the Fort Valley Library, ‘where it new is. 
President Davis requested Mr. Feagin in his 
letter to secure the saddle for him if possible, 
as he highly prized it for the associations con- 
nected with it. It was given to bim many 
years before the war in Texas, and he had 
ridden it on many memorable occasions 
during the late war. 

We hope steps will be taken imiediately 
to restore the saddle to its ri; vhiful owner.

Land Frauds in | Kansas. 
WASHINGTON, December 9.—Land frauds of 
startling magnitude, recently discovered by 
the commissioner of the general land oftice 
in connection with the Osage Indian lands in 
Kansas, have led to an order by the commi: 
sioner suspending all cash entries made by 
single men since June 23, 1881, where the 
lands lie within the counties of Sumner, 
Harper, King and Comanche, Kansas. In his 
letter to the register and receiver in Wichita 
Commissioner McFarland says it has come to 
his knowledge thatnumbers of entries have 
beeu made in these counties by cowboys who 
immediately atterward turned the iand over 
to theiremployers, The best farm lands and 
water privileges in the section named have 
been taken up in this way.

A Motion For New trial In the Caso of the Fannin 
County Conaptiratora. 

Yesterday in the United States circuit court Judge 
McCay heard a motion for new trial in the case of 
W. W. Findley and A. J. Bearden, two of the three 
men who were, several weeks ago, convicted of con- 
spiracy against John A. Stewart, a United States 
deputy collector of internal revenue. The case is 
one of the most interesting that the mountain war- 
fare has ever afforded.. One night in April, 1880, 
the house of Stewart, in Fannin county, was set on 
fire and burned by a party of men and 
Stewart was fired upon. He followed and 
claims to have recognized several of the 
men who were in the party,and with a remarka- 
ble persistence has sought to bring them to justice, 
James Findley, W. W. Findley. and A. J. Bearden 
were tried two or three months ago and convicted. 
The trial Jasted severul davs and was concluded 
with a verdict of guilty avout ten o'clock at nigit, 
By some means the prisoners had become possessed 
of pistols and when they were being taken from the 
court rom drew their weapons and made a Ge: 
peraie dash for freedom n'y one, James Findley, 
succeeded in making good his escape.

The groundsadvanced for the motion 
were that the indictment was defective by reason 
of the fact that J. C. Keynolds, who acted 
as foreman, was not the Reynolds 
who was d awn and served according to the record, 
and that the name of J ©. Reynolds was notin the 
jury box. That the indictment was otherwise de- 
fective, and that the verdict was contrary to evi- 
dence, and that newly discovered evidence could 
be produced for the defense. Judge Lester argued 
upon the idea that his clients were not at the burn- 
ing. and even if they bad been there was no evi 
dence that they had conspired to prevent Stewart 
ffom seizing illicit stills. That they might possi- 
bly, under portions of the testimony, be convicted 
of arson, butin no way was it shown that they 
we e guilty of aconspiracy.
